ETORB is liberal prollt la broil- 
ers for those who hare skill 
in poultry r.ilslng. The matter 
of location is not so vital with 
this commodity as with some classes 
of prodnce. In raising broIleTs it is 
seldom necessary to drive to town 
oftener than once a week. Customers 
wUl be satisfied with a weAly senr- 
ice. provided it is resular. 

For this reason a poultry farm may 
be three or four miles oot, where 
laud sells at $75 to $100 an acre. With 
a dairy or garden tmck it is unprofit- 
able to locate so far from a .station, 
and where land is bought within a 
mile or two of a good town It costs 
$200 to $.300 an acre. Location must 
be considored also if the owner bas 
to go to the city dally. 

Broilers weighing two pounds or a 
little less sell readily for 33 cents 
apiece. The cost of foodln? is not 
over 5 cents on a farm. A profit of 
$25 to $30 per 100 is pretty fair. Ho- 
tels, restanrants, clubs and well to do 
private families are rej?ular buyers, 
and tbe deouind exceeds the supply. A 
little farm ought to produce 1.000 or 
2,000 broilers every year. 

I know of a place of five acres, 
about an hour's ride from Chicago, 
where not leas than 2,500 chickens are 
produced annually, many of them be- 
ing sold as broilers. The owner raises 
an acre of wheat and three acres of 
corn. He supplements this with table

Tbe most satisfactory" remedy for 
cutworms, which do much damage in

the stem near the ground will be pro- 
taeted by a i jHnaii or collar of pa- 
per.

From Spain comes the report of a 
laniard iHw grew fonr crepe <rf po- !

mouths. The potatoes were grown un- 
der ordinary conditions, and the 
ground waa fertilized with bone ma- 
nure. 

First crop. Scotch seed potatoes, 
planted Aug. 22 and dug Nov. G, 1911. 
fhlr sise, firm and good qnaHty: sec 
ond crop, Scotch seed potatoes, planted 
Nov. 0. 1911. and dug Feb. li), 1912. 
fair size and very good quality; third 
crop, Scotch seed potatoes, planted: 
Feb. 21 and dug May 19, 1912, large! 
size and much lietter than those of 
preceding crops; fourth crop, Spanish 
seed potatoea, planted May 22 and dog' 
Aug. 19. 1912. poor yMd and potatoes 
small. 

The grower attributes the poor quali- 
ty of the laat crop to inferlm: aeed. lack 
of water for Irrigation and to sereral 

very hot winds that prevailed in July; 
but as in other years, the crop of this 
same period has been a good one. tbe> 
low yield of 1912 does not detract from 
the feasibility of the plan.— Rural New 
Yorker. 

FOES OF THE ROSEBUD. 

Get After the Fly and the Slug if You 
Want to Save Your Flowers. 

To destroy the green fly, colonies of 
which cpngregate on tbe young growth 
of the rosebasbes and sack the Juices 
of the plant, and other Insect pests, w\' 
spray . the bushes with tobacco dust 
after wetting tiiem so toe dnst wii 
adhere. We bare alao found fresh 
white hellebore dusted on tbe bushes 
a very good remedy. A sifter can be 
made by punching the cover of a bak- 
ing powder can fan of email holes and 
usinu' the can In the same manner as 
a salt or pepper shaker. 

Tbe rose slug, a light green wonn 
that eats the leaves, may be control 
led by applying whale oil soap, one- 
half [lound dissolved in four galhms 
of water. The rose bug, a hard shell 
beetle that eats the leares and bios- 
sonis and greatly damages the roses, 
is best controlled by hand picking or 
knoeUng off on a sheet in the early 
morning. Rosebushes can be kept 
quite free of insects, however, by 
liberally and frequently sprinkling 
With tobacco dost— &aial Life.

FEROCIOUS DOLPHHS. 



Marine Monsters That Are KnaNMi aa 

Whale Killers. 
There really is such a sea asoaaler 
cs the whale Iriller. It Is one of the 

largest and most ferocious of all the 
dolphin family. It also is known as 
the grampus. It Is characterized as a 
genus by its large size and the conical 
and depressed bead, devoid of a beak. 
The back fin is of great length, espe- 
cially in the males, and the flippers are 
large aad broadly ovate. 

The teeth are comparatively few 
in number, varying from ten to thir- 
teen on eacb side of the Jaw, and are 
mach larger than In any dolphins yet 
noticed, being often an Inch or more 
in diameter and having an oval sec- 
tion. The cotoration is striking, the 
upper parts and fins btfag bimtk, while 
the lower Jaw, cheat aad BBdar parta 
are whitish. 

The white area of the under parts 
does not, however, extend to the flukes, 
but ends po ste r i orl y la a trMent, of 
which the lateral and shorter prongs 
extend obliquely upward on the flanks. 
There is a largs white alfaak above 
and behind the eye, and frequently at 
least a purple crescentic area extends 
across the back behind the fin. The 
killer attains a length of at least twen- 
ty fast.— St Looia Ttmca. 




THE CELERY BED. 

The home garden can easily be made 
to produce all the celery that the fam- 
ily needs. The writer has secured ex- 
cellent results by digging a trench 
three and a half feet wide and eight 
or nine inches deep, spading up the 
bottom of lids to a depth of fotir or 
five Inches and working in three or 
four wheelbarrow loads of well rotted 
manure. The plants, which should 
have the roots and tops pruned back, 
should be set In rows ten Inches apart 
and about ei|^t inches apart in the 
row. The plants should be kept hoe<l 
and free from weeds and w a tered dur- 
ing dry weather. When planted in a 
trench in the manner suggested the 
soil does not dry out so rapidly, wblle 
the earth thrown from the trendh may 
be returned during the billing process. 
It is best to begin billing when the 
plants are about teu inches high, de- 
pending somewhat upon whether the 
variety is dwarf or giant, and to give 
a couple of applications of earth after 
the first. I^ants put out early in July 
should yield celery for the table the 
latter part of October, while for the 
winter supply they BMiy be put out six 
weeks later.

THE GRASSHOPPER PEST. 
In several sections of western states 

grasshopper.*; have done great damage 
within the past few weeks, and ento- 
mologists connected with several mid- 
dle state agricultural colleges have 
warned farmers of possible damage 
from the pest in the coming weeks. 
A spray that Is said to he effective in 
IdlUng the grasshoppers Is made by 
mixing one pound of arsenate of lead 
and two quarts of cheap molasses and 
diluting in sixty gallons ot water. This 
should be applied to vegetation along 
roadsides and the edges of fields where 
the grasslioppers may be abundant. -\. 
dope which kills the grasshoppers 
when fliey eat it Is made by mixing 
one pound of pads green in forty 
I>ounds of btan and adding enough wa- 
ter and molasses to make It a sticky 
mass. This should be scattered In 
small quantities at intervals of three 
or four rods wheI•e^eI• tlie hoppers 
are abundant. Another mixture equal- 
ly good Is made by substituting fresh 
hofse manure in plane of bran on the 
above reripo ar.d a'lding .«alt. 



LOBSTER AMD B UTTEBFLY. 

W.idsiy Apart In Appearance, Tttsgr Asa 
Close Relatives. 
Ton would hardly think It to look at 

them, yet tlie lobster is a relative of 
the butterfly. The kinship is not mere- 
ly that of two Aembers of tiie animal 

kingdom. The lobster and the butter- 
fly are actually in one and the same 
great grroup of the kingdom, like the 
clam and the snail or the whale and 
the giraffe, whose spheres of activity 
are so widely separated. 

It is simply, as Darwin pointed out 
In the case of all other c rs a t ar s a a 
great many years ago, that the lobster 
and its friends, the crab, the prawn 
and the shrimp, chose one method of 
life, while the butterfly and Its set 
chose another. 

So the first group developed charac- 
teristics suited to the conditions in 
which It lived. Inetadlng aa one of the 
mo.st important, as Its members do 
not move rapidly, a coat of armon fo 
protect them from their innumeraTe 
enemies, while the butterflies and the 
great host of other winged insects 
shed every bit of superfluous weight, 
trusting to swiftness to carry them out 
of danger aad to proteetire cokwtog 
to conceal them when flight la un- 
availing.— London Family Herald.
